a v ery realistic melo drama o f o ne act, 
which mig ht be entitled ‘‘Div o rced 
Fro m Fo rty D o llars” was play ed in 
o ne o f the dressing ro o ms beneath the 
stag e. 
The play in the basement was 
no t attended by a v ery larg e cro wd in 
fact no thing was kno wn o f it u ntil 
Ho race Linney , a member o f the Sto ck 
Co m pany , fo u nd that he had been 
ro bbed o f his po cket bo o k co ntaining 
a tifty do llar no te and fo rty do llars 
in mo ney . 
Mr. Linney at o nce su s- 
pected that the pu rse bad been taken 
du ring the play and telepho ned the 
m anag ement o f the theatre who im­ 
mediately no tified the po lice o f the 
theft. 
A 8 ho rt time after the po lice heard 
o f the theft, a messag e was receiv ed 
th at a po cket bo o k had been fo u nd o n 
the po rch at the ho me o f J. H. M at­ 
lo ck, where it had been carried by 
a 
do g . 
Ex am inatio n sho wed that the 
pu rse co ntained the no te and so me 
ca rds bearing the name o f Mr. Linney . 
W ith this clew M arshal Able beg an 
his inv estig atio ns. 
It was so o n seen that the thief had 
escape fro m the back do o r o f the 
stag e. 
Tracks 
were fo u nd 
which 
wo u ld indicate that the party had 
ju mped o v er the fence into the pro p 
erty at the co rner o f Third and W al­ 
nu t streets adjo ining the Opera Ho u se 
lo t. 
In the pu rse were a nu mber o f 
Linney ’a cards, and these were scat­ 
tered alo ng the path taken by the thief. 
Near the fence o n Third street were a 
larg e nu mber o f cards which wo u ld 
indicate that the 
pu rse 
had 
been 
dro pped there, where it u ndo u btedly 
had been fo u nd by the do g . 
Measu re­ 
ments o f the tracks were taken. 
The attaches o f the Opera Ho u se 
were bro u g ht befo re the M arshal and 
qu estio ned, and as a resu lt certain 
parties are su spected as hav ing a 
kno wledg e o f the theft and at least 
o ne arrest may fo llo w. 
Mr. Linney who is no w with the 
Harv ey Sto ck Co mpany in Co lu mbu s, 
telepho ned this mo rning that he was 
v ery anx io u s to hav e the g u ilty party 
pro secu ted and that he and his co m­ 
pany wo u ld pay all the ex penses in­ 
cu rred in* arresting the man. 
The 
no te au d o ther papers fo u nd in the 
pu rse were retu rned to Linney .

While it has been said with evident 
reaso n that the supreme co urt will no t 
decide the Standard Oil case and the 
American To bacco case until Octo ber, 
it is generally believed that the deci­ 
sio n in these cases mo st pro bably 
will be against the co rpo ratio ns.

it has been po inted o ut, there is no t 
o ne big co mbinatio n o f capital which 
do es no t face disso lutio n by the hand 
o f the law. 
Unless there is legislatio n alo ng the 
line pro po sed in this bill, therefo re, 
t’ e great business co ncerns o f the na­ 
tio n are in danger. 
Within the last 
few days such pro minent men as 
Geo rge W. Perkins, Frank Vanderlip 
and J. J. Hill have indo rsed the Taft 
plan. The administratio n do es no t be­ 
lieve that because there is a co mbina­ 
tio n o f capital there is a co mbinatio n 
o f evil, and, fo r the sake o f business, 
the United States wo uld like to see 
co ngress pass this bill. 
On the o ther 
hand, administratio n advisers po int 
o flt that federal inco rpo ratio n do es no t 
tend to grant immunity to o ffending 
co ncerns o r to permit the creatio n o f 
mo no po lies o r sto ck watering with its 
co nsequent evils. 
Under the pro po sed plan the co rpo r­ 
atio ns wo uld be restrained and sub­ 
jected to regulatio n which it wo uld ap­ 
pear is to be mo re drastic than that 
under which the railro ads no w do bus­ 
iness. 
The principal o bjectio n to fed­ 
eral inco rpo ratio n, which so far appar­ 
ently has no t been met, is that there is 
no pro visio n fo r the co ntro l by any 
state o f a co rpo ratio n which do es bus­ 
iness within its bo rders which has a 
natio nal charter. As the bill is drawn 
I the co ntro l o f all co rpo ratio ns which 
take o ut charters is 
vested in the 
United States and there do es no t seem 
to be any metho d by which a state 
co uld interfere with its o peratio n al- 
; tho ugh it vio lated state laws.

I THE SPEED OF THE PIGEON. I 
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ANY BRIGHT BOY W ITH TOOLS CAN NOW MAKE 


AN LP-TO-DATE AEROPLANE ALL BY HIMSELF. 


Racing pigeons are the fleetest of all 
creatures. 
They have maintained a 
speed of a mile and a half a minute 
for a hundred miles, according to a 
writer in Collier’s, and 
they 
have 
flown seven hundred miles between 
the rising and the setting of the sun. 
Pigeons have flown a thousand miles 
back to the home loft. 
In 1904 a bird 
covered that distance in five days, tw-o 
hours and fifteen minutes, proving how 
unerring is the mysterious homing in­ 
stinct that will drive them across the 
continent without swerving. 
But tIFis 
test is not true sport. 
The birds sim­ 
ply hurl themselves against time and 
space till they are played out. 
They 
can never race again. 
The racer rises into the air witli 
heavy, slow wing pulsations, then, once 
poised over the starting point, there 
is a swifter, shorter beat, and the time 
Is ‘‘hit up” to the third and permanent 
wing rhythm, rapid and steady as a 
pulse beat, which carries them home. 
They fly three 
hundred feet high 
over land, but low over water. 
Their 
enemies as they fly are wind, rain, gun­ 
ners and hav/ks. They do all their fly­ 
ing between sunrise and sunset, 
if 
caught out overnight, they fend for 
themselves till dawn. 
The 
homing 
instinct is lifelong. 
During the Franco-Prussian War the 
Germans 
caught 
a 
homing 
pigeon 
which wa3 on its way into beleaguered 
Paris. 
The bird was kept prisoner for 
ten years. 
It was then released. 
It 
immediately returned to its old home. 
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GREAT NORWEGIAN POÈT. 


Boys, if you follow these plans, you can make an aeroplane that will 
fly: 
First, buy a bamboo fishpole. 
Study the plan and cut pieces of the 
proper length. 
Split the pole to get pieces a quarter of an inch wide. 
This 
gives very stout and light rods. 
Make three box forms, according to the scale in the plans. 
Don’t drill 
holes in the bamboo, but bind the ends together with heavy linen thread, 
moistened with glue. 
Cover the tops and ends of these boxes with a light 
linen cloth, tightly stretched. 
Glue the cloth to the framework and then 
paint the cloth with a mixture which you obtain by shaving a paraffin 
candle into a pint of benzine, allowing the mixture to dissolve over night. 
Now you have three boxes. 
One is the forward rudder. 
Tt is 12 inches 
long and 3bj inches square. 
The largest box is the main biplane. 
It is 
24 inches long and % inches square. 
The smaller box is the rear rudder, 
which stands upright. 
The larger box ought to be w'ell braced with six up­ 
rights, three in front and three in the rear. 
Any boy who will study the plans carefully can see how the boxes are 
fastened together in their proper relations. 
The forward box, which does 
the lifting, ought to be tilted upward. 
Underneath the aeroplane fasten two runners, which will take up the 
shock when the flyer alights. 
The next thing is to carve two propellers. 
Fasten on the middle of these, with small tacks, a tin plate and solder 
strongly to the plate the wire propeller pin, which is shown in the drawing. 
A glass bead ought to be placed between the propeller and the frame at E 
to act as a washer. 
Get two long, light rubber bands-r-they ought to be at least eighteen 
inches in length. 
Attach one end of the rubber* to the propeller pins and 
the other to the framework at G and H. 
Twist the rubbers about 150 
times, being careful that both propellers are equally “wound.” 
Release the 
aeroplane w'hen holding it above your head, holding the propellers with 
your thumbs until you are ready to allow the plane to fly. 
By adjusting 
the fore and rear rudders you will finally be able to direct your aeroplane 
In the air as you please. 
By keeping the rubbers covered with talcum pow­ 
der, they will last longer than otherwise.

The first question that is generally asked by persons arriving at Wash­ 
ington’s Chain bridge for the first time is, ‘Where are the chains?” 
There 
are no chains, arid there have 
been none for the last half century or more. 
But thbre were chains at one 
time that particularly designated the bridge 
that crosses the Potomac river at the Little Falls, several miles above George­ 
town. 
The chains, too, were the all-important part of the bridge, says the 
Washington Post, for it was borne entirely by chains. 
The first bridge over the Potomac at Little Falls, the head of navigation 
of the river, was built in 1809. It was built by a Mr. Palmer, and lasted only 
a short time, when it fell to pieces during a violent spring freshet. 
A sec­ 
ond bridg*e took its place, but 
that only lasted even a shorter time, about 
six months. 
What was known as 
the Chain bridge was erected in 1810. 
It was a suspension bridge, supported entirely by chains thrown over the 
piers erected upon the abutments, which wrere about twenty feet high. These 
chains w'ere four in number. 
The pendents were hung on them alternately 
about five feet apart, so that each chain received a pendent in every ten 
feet. 
The bridge was invented by Judge Findley, who lived near Uniontown, 
Pa., and where he had erected a similar chain bridge, which performed very 
good service for many 
years. 
The span of the bridge was 128Vi* feet and 
the width sixteen feet. 
Its weight wras about twenty-two tons, which was 
regarded as a heavy weight in the bridge line in those days. 
On March 3, 1853, Congress passed an act appropriating a sufficient sum 
of money to repair the bridge, and incidentally took the corporation of 
Georgetown Tmt of the transaction, the United States stepping in as its 
owner, a transaction which wras perfectly satisfactory to all concerned. This 
repaired bridge was still practically a chain bridge, though in the repairs 
iron in other forms was considerably used. 
The bridge covered only the 
river channel proper, there being a dirt roadway that approached the bridge 
from either side. 
It was the washing away of these approaches more than 
injury to the bridge itself that put the Chain bridge out of commission so 
frequently, for it became almost an annual occurrence, particularly during 
the spring freshets, though in two or three years the washouts also occurred 
during the fall storms. 
The Chain bridge, besides being famous for its chains and equally fa­ 
mous because it has no chains, played a very important- part during the 
Civil War. 
At one time one end of it w-as in possession of the Confederates, 
while the other end was guarded by Union troops. 
In the military campaigns in which the famous army of the Potomac 
took such a prominent part the larger part of the transportation took, place 
over 
Long bridge and the Aqueduct bridge, several miles down the Po­ 
tomac. 
Still, the Chain bridge was a place of great activity and interest 
throughout the entire war. 
It was surrounded by fortifications for its pro­ 
tection in case an effort wras made by the enemy to use it as an approach 
to Washington, and w'as at all times a very busy locality. 
The winters 
when the army was camped in near-by regions of Virginia brought a good 
deal of traffic to the Chain bridge. 
In 1872 Congress put an end to the Chain bridge, except in name, by 
appropriating $100,000 for the present iron bridge. 
Though there was noth­ 
ing in the act itself suggesting it, the old name still hangs to the bridge, 
though it has no semblance to chains about it.

D irt fro m fh e U d d e r. 
The Illinois experiment station has 
made a number of experiments to de­ 
termine the amount of dirt that falls 
from a cow’s udder and flanks in the 
process of milking. 
It was found that 
four and a half minutes is the average 
time consumed in milking a cow. 
A 
glazed dish, equal in size to a pail 
was held under a cow’s udder four and 
a half minutes, while motions similar 
to those in milking were made. 
The 
dirt caught in the dish was brushed 
into a tube and weighed. 
Similar ex 
periments were made with cows whose 
udders and flanks had been washed 
when it was found that three and a half 
times as much dirt fell from unwashed 
but apparently clean udders as from 
those that had been washed, while 
from soiled and muddy udders the 
product ran from twenty-two to twen 
ty-four times as much as from clean 
ones. 


C o rn fro m C h in n . 
The Agricultural 
Department 
has 
been experimenting with some 
corn 
from China which seems to be particu 
larly adapted to the hot and dry con­ 
ditions of the Southwest. 
The plants 
raised in the test averaged less than 
six feet in height, with an average of 
twelve green leaves at the time of tas- 
seling. 
The ears averaged 5 inches in 
length and 4 1-3 inches in greatest cir­ 
cumference, with sixteen to eighteen 
rows of small grains. 
On the upper 
part of the plant the leaves are all on 
one side of the stalk, instead of being 
arranged in two rows 
on 
opposite 
sides. 
Besides this, the upper leaves 
stand erect instead of drooping, and 
the tips of the leaves are therefore 
above the top of the tassel. 
The silks 
of the ear are produced at the point 
where the leaf blade is joined to the 
leaf sheath, and they appear before 
there is any sign of an ear except a 
slight swelling.

Dairymen wh<5 are not 
making the business pay as it should 
do well to apply the Bibcock teat 
Don’t have any guess work about the 
stables. 
Don’t guess that this or that 
is right, but know that it is right 
Know that your help is gentle with 
the cows.

M ilk fo r th e C alv e «. 
Cold 
milk, especially 
when 
the 
weather begins to get chilly, is not 
best for calves. 
It gives them some­ 
thing of a shock and is slow to digest. 
Anything that does this can not be 
beet for the animal that eats it. 
My attention was called to this by a 
comparison of the calves of an 
old 
neighbor of .mine with those on the 
farms of other men around me. 
This 
old man always warmed the milk he 
gave his calves. 
Not only in winter 
and fall, but right through the sum­ 
mer months, the milk was placed on 
the stove and warmed as regularly 
as the fire was lighted to get break­ 
fast. 
And he always had such fine calves! 
Great big fellows, weighing a lot more 
than those of his neighbors. 
When 
other men would have calves to turn 
off that would weigh say 150 pounds, 
bringing them perhaps $7 or $8, his 
would tip the balances at twenty-five 
or fifty pounds more, with a corre­ 
sponding amount of money 
in 
the 
pocket. 
Not only that. 
The 
calves 
made 
larger cows and better cows. No doubt 
about that. 
Nobody around had such 
cows for size as he did. And they gave 
a fine mess of .milk, too. 
Here I found my lesson and I tried 
to follow the example of the kindly 
old neighbor, and did it with success. 
The secret Uf this kind of feeding is 
not hard to find. 
With the warm muk 
digestion began at once. 
The warm 
milk was more easily turned into bone 
and muscle and fat. 
It took some lit­ 
tle time and strength to do this work, 
but I am sure it paid.— E. L. Vincent, 
in Agricultural Epitomist.

Every farmer who raises any con­ 
siderable amount of hay should pur­ 
chase a hay press. 
Excepting the very 
limited market that is right at home 
there is no market at all for unbaled 
hay. 
A hay press enables farmers to 
put their hay into the one form 
in 
which it can always be sold. 
„ 
Baled hay brings a better price than 
unbaled hay. 
The difference Is 
not 
merely the cost of bailing. 
Farmers 
who are prepared to do their own bal­ 
ing can figure on liberal compensation 
for their work and still have a nice 
margin of profit on their baled hay 
over what they would receive for it 
unbaled. 
If you raise hay for market, be pre­ 
pared to bale it. 
Don’t count your hay 
“made" until you have put it in the 
condition in which you can certainly 
market it and get the highest market 
prlfe for it. 
Manufacturers build one and 
two- 
horse presses that enable farmers to 
do their own work. 
They do ask*good 
work as the professional hay balers 
can turn out with their 
belt-power 
presses and do it fast enough to be sat­ 
isfactory. 
They can be operated with a very 
•mall force, and, best of all, they ena- 


T h e P ro fllu h le C ow . 
Some people seem to keep 
milk 
cows simply because others keep them, 
without regard to whether the cows 
are paying a profit. 
For a cow to be 
worth keeping she must pay a profit 
on the feed and care given her. 
For 
her to be really worth 
while 
she 
should produce 100 per cent more milk 
than her feed costs, including pasture, 
of course. 
It does not matter so much 
what 
breed a cow belongs to. 
Simply be­ 
cause she is of Jersey 
or 
Holstein 
blood is not positive proof that she is 
more than paying her way. 
A com­ 
mon cow may be doing better than 
she. 
The only way to find out what 
she is doing is to weigh and test her 
milk at regular and frequent inter­ 
vals. 
Let her stand on her merits and 
not on her ancestry. 
- 
The reason why some cows do not 
pay greater profits is because they are 
not fed all the nutritious feed they will 
eat. 
This is especially the case with 
many farmers in winter, when 
pas­ 
tures are dead. 
Many keep their pro-' 
ducing cows on half feed when they 
are not on pasture, and still expect 
the cows to make up the loss. 
If a 
cow Is worth keeping at all 
she 
is 
worth feeding all she can eat and can 
be induced to eat. 
If it is not found 
profitable to purchase extra feeds, so 
that the cows may have all that they 
will consume, then it is uest to keep 
only as many cows as feed can be pro­ 
vided for on the farm. 
Make the cow produce all the mii& 
she can by good care and feed and do 
not let her go dry until the time she is 
ready to turn dry. 
Keep the best heif­ 
ers from the best cows. 


W e ii n l n « fh e C olt. 
After the young colt has rqn with 
and taken nourishment from the mare 
for five or six months it should be 
weaned, especially when the mare is 
again bred or when she Is in 
thin 
flesh. 
She should not tie compelled to 
furnish sustenance for two foals. 
It 
is better for th<? mare and just as good 
for the colt, provided the colt is given 
some extra attention and feed at first. 
The young colt, by weaning time, 
will have learned to eat grass, hay, 
grain and a variety of feeds, and it is 
now strong enough to eat grain from 
its mother’s feed box, or from a box 
of its own, hence there will be no trou­ 
ble in teaching It to eat by itself. Give 
it a stall and feed box away from the 
mare, and give it regular feed and 
water, just as you would an 
older 
horse. 
After weaning the young cold will 
need some feeds to supply ingredients 
furnished 
by 
the 
mother’s 
milk. 
Among these, oats are probably the 
best and most convenient to handle. 
Shorts and wheat bran, with probably 
a little oil meal as a laxative when on 
dry feed, are good for supplying the 
needed elements. 
Corn and timothy 
hay may make the colt fat, but they 
will not furnish the 
elements 
for 
building bone and frame. 
Clover and 
alfalfa hay are best, as .they both con­ 
tain protein for building blood and 
lean tissue for bone. 
Oats also supply 
a good proportion of protein, and some 
mineral matter. 
The aim should be 
to not only keep the young colt in 
good flesh, and fat, if possible, but to 
feed it for building a good frame. This 
can be accomplished properly by start­ 
ing the colt off at weaning time on 
feeds containing plenty of protein and 
mineral matter. 
Colts well fed grow 
into money fast.
